PIRAOY NEAR HONGKONG. 
Wong Sun, a coolie, was brought before

cass of kerosene oil, in all of tho value of 
83,000, off Capo d’Augilar, on the 29th 
March. : 

Ip Koon Ohe, master of tho Sam Hop Li 
trading junk, said—On 29th Moreh T left 
Hlongkong about & p.m. with my junk, 
which contained a cargo of 180 casco of 
korosens oil, About 10 p.m, T had got off 
Cape @Augilar lighthouse and was about 
10 cheongs from the Bougkong shore, 
Ysaw two small Kaa Mo Tsui boats and o 
ona-masted junk, The peopla in these hoats 
shouted to me and asked what my cargo 
was. I told thom it was kerosene, They 
then called to mo to stop and tho three buate 
came alongside. About ten men from each. 
boat boarded my junk and forced me and 


the other three men who formed the crow 
into the hold and secured the hatches. 
The pirates were armed with ewords and 
revolvers, but they did not hurt any of us 
ay wo offered no resistance. They took pos- 
aeaaion of the junk and asited ta an island 


tcalled Ko Chau, where we arrived at 9 


o'clock next morning. Here F and my 
craw wore pnt ashore and tha pirstes sniled 
away with the juok, I engaged o fishing 
boat which brought me to Shaukiwan. 
From information I got there yosterday I 
wont to To Kwa Wan and saw there two of 
the pirate boats, I informed the Police at 
Yau-ma-ti and got the prisoner, whom I 
recognised as ono of the pirates, arrested. 
In the boat on board which he was two 
bottles of rubine were found which T recog- 
nise aa part of tho caryo of my junk.

shop waa not actually open for business 
then. Mr Watts used to come to seo me 
frequently about the business. I was an- 
xious about it, The plaintiff told me on 
one occasion that he must go to the Hotels 
and moot friends in .order to bring 
customers to the shop. 1 said that kind 
of cmtomers would not be desirable. 

Ro-examined by Mr Stokes-—My reison 
for mying that the plaintiff was not taking 
any interest in the business was beogua he 
was continually running out. It was io 
consequence of Mr Watts’ complaints to 
mo and what J had seen that I spoke to the 
plaintiff about his conduct and his wast of 
attention to the business. 

W. H. Ray said—I am a shareholder in 
Dakin Bros, and a niember of the consult- 
ingcommittee.

HORSE-FLESH. 


Tho introduction of a Bill into Parliament 
for the Regulation of the Sale of Horac- 
flesh may be regarded.aa a proof of the 
dictetio revolution. which is in progress 
Twonty or thirty yeara ayo, the merest hint 
of Horse-flesh Forming part of the ordivary 
food of any reasonable being would have 
been scoffed att’..No dowbt Me Frank 
Buokland and his fetlow-enthusiasts in the 
Acclimatisation Society gave tertible ban- 
quats, at which horsy, vnd mule, and ass 
wore gerved up in all aorts of shapas, But, 
though the guests affected a sort of hectic 
joy “in the atrange dishes, most of them 
were noticed to partake rather sparingly of 
the meu, and several are reported to have 
left the tablé looking very aickly, Fumign- 
ois, it in true, were said to take more kind- 
ly to Horse-flesh. Buta generation back 
the average Briton had on ancommoenly 
poor opinion of tho siranger outeide: his 
gates, As for, himsclf, he stuck to roast 
and boiled beef ata shilling the pound, 
and mutten at any prico thy butcher chose 
te put opon it, OF late, however, a t 
change has come over the tastes of a large 
section of tho population. Tha English. 
man, we way take. it, iano better disposed 
than ever he was lo out-of-the-way comnes- 
tibles. Yet we conatantly hear of butchers 
being fined fur exposing Horse-flesh on the 
samy etalls with the more conventional 
jointa, and any one familiar with tho chs 
bierstreetaof London und other great ci 
tuat have noticed shops where the forbid- 
den meat wa. operty offered for sale. This 
is mainly due to the euurmous influx of the 
puorcat class of foreign labourers. Whole 
districts in London ‘and Manchester are 
almost colonised by Germans and Poles, 
while the wauiber of French, Ttalian, and 
aven Russian workmon bas every#here 
increased within the hut decade. It is fur 
these peopla, more than fur ourselves, that 
tha Horse-fleah ia provided, and if thoy i 
sist on eating what in itself, is perfec ly 
wholesutne, it is undeniably the duty of the 
State to sco that they get whut they pay 
for, Accordingly, in the Bill introduced 
by Mr Knowles, it. is provided that all 
florse-flesh sh.ps aball be registered, aud 
tho character of the establishment painted 
in Tetters eo large that ny one with eyes ta 
avo can be decgived as to the traffic cirri 
on.
